Saskatoon Scientists Make Further 
Discoveries In Complicated 
Struggle 

lh© rust work carried on for somn 
years at the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan is assuming new phases in tho 
plant breeding experiments conducted 
In tho cereal breeding section of tho 
field husbandry department. 

The end in view is a wheat that will 
have all tho good qualities of tho best 
slraiii of Marquis wheat which will 
also bo highly resistant to all tho rust 
strains found in Canada. During tho 
past season a large number of cross¬ 
ings wero inad© with Marquis on a 
highly rust resistant strain of lumillo. 
At Minnesota thero has already been 
developed a highly rust resistant cross 
between Marquis and Iundllo. which is 
known as Marquis-lumillo 41. This 
cross Is of good quality, high yielding, 
combining in a high degree tho milling 
qualities of Marquis 


country. Only ono outbreak of an¬ 
thrax was reported in tho year, aud 
thnt was in British Columbia and was 
brought speedily under control.

It is Found That the S rongest Fre¬ 
quently Die At Early Age 

Twenty-five or thirty yours ago 
Eugene San<!ow was not only "the 
strongest man in the world,” but he 
was unquestionably the finest speci¬ 
men of physical manhood of his day 
and generation. Every boy who look¬ 
ed upon Ills much-photographed de¬ 
velopment longed to ho like him. Now. 
at the age of 58, he Is dead; the ef¬ 
fects of an automobile accident some 
years ago are said to have hastened 
his end. 

One week ago Sigmund Bruit hart, 
again "the strongest man In the 
World," who was touring Canada a 
few months ago, died quite suddenly. 
There was also John Marx, who was 
Sandow’s Immediate successor. He 
tore horseshoes In two with his nak¬ 
ed hands, smashed chains with ft blow 
of his fist, stood on n high trestle and 
with a harness on his shoulders lifted 
an elephant off the ground. lie died 
of consumption In his early forties.

The so-called strong 
man Is often n frail reed, and if he Is 
not he frequently becomes one because 
ho neglects taking the care of him¬ 
self that a less powerful man would 
do.—Ex. 


Big Wheat Yield* Reported In Many 
Districts 

It Is an old saying that the proof 
of the pudding Is'in tile eating. By 
the same logic, the proof of the oppor¬ 
tunities which Canada offers to farm 
settlers Is In the returns which farm¬ 
ers already in the country are getting 
for their labor and investment. WhJlo 
the statistics for the Dominion as a 
whole are impressive, they do not 
carry the same personal conviction ns 
the example of what has been done by 
individual settlers. Hereunder are a 
few such examples aa published in the 
newspapers In the districts In which 
the crops have been harvested. They 
tell their own story: 

- A big yield of wheat is reported from 
the farm of E. Rusiuukson, Crooked 
Lake, Alberta. The crop averaged 4f> 
bushels to the acre from a Add of 41 
acres. The wheat was the lied Ilohs 
variety.— Edmonton, Alberta, Journal. 

C. \V. Johnstone, of Deloralne, 
Manitoba, threshed a crop of wheat 
this season that averaged about 45 
bushels to the acre. The Usual aver¬ 
ages In this district are from 30 to 40 
bushels per acre.—Portage la Prairie, 
Manitoba, Graphic. 

The estimated average of wheat 
yields In the Aberdeen, Sask., district 
show records according to Information 
received here. On some farms wheat 
has run from 40 to 45 busheta per 
aero on summerfallow. Oats have 
run up to 110 bushels to the acre, 
averaging 90 bushels pur acre for the 
district arojnd.—Saskatoon Star.

Mars may or may not be inhabited, 
but if po it is n life apparently enjoy¬ 
ing anything but a warm and salubri¬ 
ous climate. With the use of an ex¬ 
traordinary delicate instrument lie lias 
invented for finding out such distant 
facts, W.AV. Coblcntz, of the bureau 
of standards, Washington, has con¬ 
cluded that the mean annual tempera¬ 
ture of the surface of Mars is in the 
neighborhood of 20 degrees, Fahren¬ 
heit, comparing with the earth’s 5s 
degrees. 

The observations indicate that 100 
degrees below zero can be encount- 
, ered quite frequently on Mars. 

Most of Dr Coblentz’s work on the 
problem was done last August, when 
Mars came much closer to the earth 
than it does usually.

The board 
resolved that the use of puch germi¬ 
cides Instead of the knife had already 
been nmply justified, and also that the 
profession should know more about 
the new technique. 

If a man had an Internal abscess, 
speaker*! said, the only treatment 
had been the knife. It was pointed 
out that a germicide had been discov¬ 
ered which would destroy the abscess 
cells and leivc the living tissues un¬ 
hurt.

Switching of Picture Titles Respons- I 
ible For War-Time Story 
Tho sensational report*that Germany 
was boiling down the bodies of her 
dead soldiers of tin* grout War to util¬ 
ize ihd fats for fertilizer, started In 
China, Brig. Gen. J. V. Charteris, war¬ 
time chief of the British Intelligence 
Unit, and author of the story, said In 
an address levealing the origin of the 
tale for. the first time. 

General Charteris said that while 
he was in China during the war ho 
switched the titles on two pictures 
taken from dead German soldiers; 
ono captioned /’Cadever" showing a 
trainload of horses being taken to tho 
rear to fertilizer factories, tho other 
depicting a train taking dead German 
soldiers to the rear for burial. Tlio 
pictures were sent to Chinese news* 
papers with tho titles reversed. Six 
weeks later an English niagazlno pub¬ 
lished a letter from a Chinese reader 
revealing- tlio-story of tho "horrible 
boiling dowj of German soldiers.” 

The story swept over tho continent 
and eventually became a subject for 
debate in the House of Commons.
